Profit in Poultry 


Hens With a Record That Is Hard

A remarkable demonstration of the 
profit-making capacity of the ordin- 
ary hen and of the suitability of the 
climate in Alberta to egg production 
is reported by A. Stevenson, of Ed- 
monton, who devotes part of his spare 
time to his flock.of thirty White Leg- 
horn hens. 

During the month of February 
these thirty hens produced 564 eggs, 
which sold for $35.2 25. The total cost 
of food supplics for this period was 
$5.20, leaving a net profit of $30.05, 
On the coldest day of the month Mr, 
Stevenson received thirty eggs. He 
already begun on the new 
sonthatching program, the first brood

of chickens appearing on February 
llth and another brood was expected 
about the 4th of. March. | For the 
months of January and — February 


these thirty hens produced 1,118 eggs, 

Mr. Stevenson's records show that 
hens can be kept profitably here even 
in the coldest weather. 


Aeroplanes for Czecho-Slovakia 

Washington, — The United States | 
has sold to the Czecho-Slovak mili- 
tary authoritics aeroplanes and acro- 
plane equipment to the value of $1,- 
000,000. The number of machines 
was not made public, but they were 
valued at $319,000, A few months ago 
Colonel Hurban bought six planes 
for the use of the Czecho-Sloyak 
troops in Siberia, and they were ship- 
ped to Vladivostok.
